City, makes his Dateftie the moze ſenſible ) And mozeoner the other good Townes and Boꝛrowes of his kingdome by 
reaſon of ſo great receit fox people in and about the ſaid City, are much vnpeopled, and in their trading, and otherwie de⸗ 
tayed, foz remedy of which inconueniences, there haue bene diners politique and neceſſary P2oclamations, aſwell in 
the time ofthe late Queene Elizabeth of famous memoꝛie, as fince his Maieſties moſt happy reigne , publiſhed and deui⸗ 
ſd: His Dateltie mindes to require accompt al wel of thoſe that haue neglected the execution ot them, as topunith the of- 
fenders againſt the ſame: And furcher by the deliberate aduiſeofhis Pziuie Councell hath determined, to take yet a moze 
trait and ſeuere courſe, fox the auoyding of the line inconueniences hereafter. Foz although there be manifeſt cauſe of 
greater concourſe of people to the ſaid City, and by conſequence, of habitation and receit toꝛ them, byreaſon of the large- 
nelle of his Dighneſſe dominions,and the vniuerſal peace wherein his Paieſtieliues and gouernes: yet notwithttanding 
his Maieſtie (confldering that the foundations already layd within the ſaid City and Suburbs and confines ol the ſame 
cannot but be ſufficient fo: allthat ſhall haue iuſt cauſe todwell o2 abtde hereabouts) hath therefoze reſolued, that vnleſſe 
it be in ſome rare caſes, and by ſpeciall Licence, as hereafter in theſe Pꝛetents hallbe pzeſcribed , there ſhall be nomoze 
New buildings erected tn oꝛ neere the ſaid City of London: and alſo that thoſe that ſhalbe erected vpon old Foundations, 
chalbe ſuch as ſhall both adozne and beautifie his ſaid City, and be leſſe ſubiect to danger of fire, and cauſe leſſe waſte of 
Cimber (fitter to be reſerued foz the ſhipping ol his Realme) and likewiſe ſuch as in regard of the charge of building, can- 
not be inhabited but by perſons of ſome abilitie. And becauſe the fozmer Pꝛoclamations of this kinde heretofoze pub · 
lihed are ſeuerall, and in ſome points defectiue: therefoze his Pateſtie hath thought good (not intending thereby to dil 
penſe with fozmer offenders) ts make and publiſh on? cleare Pzoclamation digeſted into plaine and diſtinct Articles. that 
the offenders hereafter may be without all colour ol excuſe. as they are already without all tuff defence, And theretoꝛe 
his Paieſtie doeth ltraitly charge and command all maner of perſons, ol what qualitie ſoeuer they be, duely to obſerue 
and fulf1l,and all Officers and perſons in Authozity whom it may concerne, duely, carefully, and diligently to ſee obſer- 
ued, kullllled, and put in execution theſe Articles following.

AE new Buildings that foz the time alreadie paſſed haue beene built ſince the firſt day ol March in the ſecond yeere 
of his Maieſttes reigne, aud haue not their fozefronts and walles of Bꝛicke as afozeſatd, contrarie to bis Maieſties 
Pꝛoclamation in that behalte at that time publiſhed, ſhalbe certified by the Juſtices oꝛ Aldermen vnto his Maieſties 


learned Councell, that there maybe a pꝛeſent pꝛoceeding againſt the offendozs in that behalte.
